ANNAPOLIS, Md. — In an impassioned plea for 
spending scarce tax dollars on Russian aid, President 
Clinton said Thursday that America should help “not 
out of charity” but as a crucial investment in peace 


“The danger is clear if Russia’s reforms turn sour, if 
it reverts to authoritarianism or disintegrates into 
chaos,” Clinton said, two days before a summit with 
beleaguered Russian President Boris Yeltsin in 


The world cannot afford to see Russia turn into a 
much-larger version of chaotic Yugoslavia “armed 
with a vast arsenal of nuclear weapons,” Clinton said. 

He made his case in a speech before a convention of 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors, meeting 


Yeltsin, who narrowly overcame an impeachment 
‘attempt, is looking to the West for money and techni- 
cal assistance to ease Russian misery resulting in part 
from belt-tightening economic reforms. - 

The Russian leader also hopes Clinton can boost his 
prestige before an April 25 referendum on who has 


Congress. 


The president urged Americans to be patient with 
Russia’s faltering pace of reforms-and said they 
should not be concerned by “every growing pain with- 
in democracy.” He recalled that America’s own history 
was marked by revisions of the Constitution and even 
fist fights in Congress. “Despite today’s troubles, I 
have great faith that Russian reform will continue 
and eventually succeed,” the president said. 

In a message directed to Russian listeners, Clinton - 
said, “I speak for Americans everywhere when I say: 
We are with you.” 

Clinton promised his aid would not be wasted on a 
Russian government known for its bloated bureaucra- 
cy and inefficiency. 

He said the aid would be designed to develop small 
businesses, accelerate the privatization of state enter- 
prises, improve food processing and distribution, ease 
the transition to private markets and repair Russia’s . 
leaky oil and gas production system. 

“Nothing could contribute more to global freedom, 
security and prosperity than the peaceful progression 
of Russia’s rebirth,” Clinton said.

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FCC votes to cut cost of cable TV 


WASHINGTON — The Federal Communications Commission voted 
Thursday to cut the cost of most cable television service by at least 10 
percent and to tightly rein in future increases. 

By a 3-0 vote, the FCC adopted regulations that will control the rates 
that the nation’s 57 million cable television subscribers pay to local cable 
operators franchised by municipalities. 

The 10 percent cut will apply to subscribers of basic service, which 
includes all three broadcast networks plus local government and public- 
access channels. 

The rate rollback could save consumers as much as $1 billion a year. 

The commission approved regulations to erase any increases that 
occurred since Sept. 30, 1992. Many cable companies increased their 
rates 5 percent to 7 percent since last fall, when Congress passed legisla- 
tion authorizing the FCC to regulate cable service rates. 

The new rates will apply in communities where the FCC has found 
there is no meaningful competition among cable operators. The staff esti- 
mated that two-thirds to three-quarters of the cable systems do not oper- 
ate with substantial competition because they are franchised by local 
governments. ; 


Economic plan receives final approval 


WASHINGTON — The Senate gave final approval to the core of 
President Clinton’s economic program on Thursday, as united 
Democrats hurried a mammoth budget-cutting blueprint through 
Congress in record time. 

The five-year, $496 billion outline for tax boosts on the rich and the 
Pentagon reductions cleared the Senate on a virtual party-line 55-45 
vote. On Wednesday, representatives also divided by party had approved 
the House-Senate compromise on a 240-184 roll call. 

“Tt is probably a quirk of fate that we’re voting on this budget on April 
Fools’,” said Sen. Pete Domenici, R-N.M., ranking Republican on the 
Senate Budget Committee. “The American people are indeed being 
fooled.” 

Republicans, complaining that the deficit-reduction plan was heavy 
with taxes and light on spending cuts, supplied not one vote for the mea- 
sure in either chamber.

ronmental restoration tied to the Central Utah Project and other federal 
water projects. 

U.S. House Speaker Tom Foley, D-Washington, submitted the nomina- 
tion this week to President Bill Clinton. 

“Wayne has long been this state’s most prominent voice on behalf of the © 
CUP and environmentally sound water development,” said Rep. Karen 
Shepherd, D-Utah, who announced the nomination. 

Goy. Mike Leavitt will fill two seats on the panel. He has nominated 
Division of Wildlife Resources director Tim Provan to represent the 
state’s wildlife agency. For a representative from Utah’s private fish, 
wildlife and environmental groups, Leavitt submitted the names of Dr. 
Hugh Hogle, Ann Wechsler, Bob Nelson, Bob Valentine and Don Duff. 


Defense in King trial abruptly rests 


LOS ANGELES — Defense attorneys in the Rodney King beating trial 
stunned a federal court Thursday by abruptly resting their case, a move 
one lawyer said was designed to unnerve prosecutors. 

Attorney Harland Braun, who had told Assistant U.S. Attorney Steven 
Clymer he had 10 witnesses waiting to testify but then called none, said 
outside court: “I just wanted to keep ‘Clymer up till 3 in the morning ... 
they can’t deal with surprise.” . 

Braun and attorney Paul De Pasquale, who represents former police 
officer Timothy Wind, halted the defense by resting without calling any 
further witnesses Thursday morning. 

The lawyers denied they stopped their case because several witnesses 
had backfired on them, most notably a highway patrolwoman who wept 
on the stand as she recalled the brutality of King’s beating. 

“We got together and we decided less is better,” Braun said. 

Braun denounced the prosecutors outside court saying, “They're bad 
people, evil people. ... They’re overly anal people. They can’t deal with 
surprise.” 

Braun expects the case to go to the jury by Wednesday. 
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“These are they who are just men made perfect 
through Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, 
who wrought out this perfect atonement through the 
shedding of his own blood.”

TUZLA, Bosnia-Herzegovina — A 
family of eight shared one blanket. 
A night’s shelter cost more than 30 
pounds of precious corn, so most 
people slept on the street or in 
shelled, roofless buildings. 

This has been the life of many 
Muslims on the run from Serbs for 
up to a year. 


Thousands of refugees poured into the eastern town 
of Srebrenica in recent. weeks seeking food, shelter 
and safety.

Most of the refugees came from nearby Cerska and 
Konjevic Polje after the Serbs launched a blistering 
attack in early March.

The town was nearly as desperate as the refugees 
because it had received little aid since Dec. 10. U.N. 
refugee officials say they have enough food and blan- 
kets for the people trapped in Srebrenica but cannot 
get the aid past Serb lines into the town.

The University Police “Borrow A 
Bike” program and Bicycle Patrol 
are back on campus now that the 
snow has melted and the sun is 
shining. 

The “Borrow A Bike” program 
began Fall Semester 1992 with five 
bicycles located in bicycle racks 
across campus, said Dave Adams, 
crime prevention officer for 
University Police.

Russian hard-liners 
question U.S. intent

MOSCOW — Hard-line Russian 
lawmakers are criticizing President 
Boris Yeltsin’s weekend summit 
with President Clinton and warn- 
ing that Western aid is aimed at 
the wrong target. 

“How will America help us? With 
more promises? It is very sad 
President Clinton is trying to help 
our president,” said Gen. Anatoly 
Kortunov, a member of the hard- 
line “Fatherland” faction in the 
Congress of People’s Deputies. 

“He should help the Russian peo- 
ple,” said Kortunov, echoing a com- 
mon criticism that U.S. policy 
toward Moscow has been concen- 
trated too much on one person — 
first Soviet President Mikhail 
Gorbachev and now Yeltsin. 

This criticism comes at a time 
when Clinton and his aides are 
stressing that key elements in his 
aid package are designed to reach 
the Russian people directly, not the 
Russian government. U.S. officials 
have said hundreds of Americans 
with expertise in farming and busi- 
ness will be sent to Russia for up to 
two years to help modernize farms 
and factories and transform state 
industries into private enterprises. 

The Russian. president is taking a 
risk traveling to Canada at a time 


-of political upheaval, but he wants 


to show his countrymen that 
Western democracies consider him 
the legitimate leader of Russia and 


Verbal abuse 
harmful, says 
Y professor

A violent, physical beating is the 
usual picture brought to mind 
when talking about abuse. But 
there are other forms that can be 
equally violent and as painful as 
physical abuse. 

Anne Horton, a BYU professor of 
social work, discussed different 
forms of abuse during her lecture 
Thursday at the brown bag lun- 
cheon sponsored by the Women’s 
Research Institute. 

Most people know at a gut-level 
that emotional, psychological and 
verbal abuse is wrong, but think it 
is normal to call people stupid or 
unflattering nicknames. This kind 
of abuse stays with the individual 
and has an effect on their lives, 
Horton said. 

“Many clients will complain 
they’d rather be hit then hear it 
again and again. Where is that fine 
line between good discipline and 
things that are damaging,” she 
said. 

“Family violence is hidden; there 
is a lot of embarrassment and 
shame and a lot of pain involved,” 
Horton said. 

Horton also discussed how sibling 
abuse is not taken as seriously as 
other forms. 

“We don’t see some types of vio- 
lence as being violent depending on 
the context,” she said. 

She also spoke about family 
reunification. There is the idea of 
keeping families together, but the 
first duty is to protect the victim at 
all costs. “You can work on reunifi- 
cation but may never get there,” 
Horton said. 

She said although there is a prob- 
lem with statistical variance, there 


the guarantor of political and eco- 
nomic reform. 

While hard-liners are downright 
hostile to Yeltsin’s pro-Western 
policies, moderates say the summit 
may further weaken Yeltsin. 

“Tactless, primitive help will 
weaken Yeltsin’s position,” said 
moderate Yevgeny Ambartsumov. 
“Americans need to think about the 
consequences of their acts even 
though they are well-intentioned.” 

“The U.S. needs to think about 
how to help the democratic process 
and not just one man. I have great 
sympathy for Mr. Yeltsin, but 
tomorrow there may be someone 


else* “in his’ place,” » said 
Ambartsumov, chairman of the 
Committee on International 
Affairs. 


Reformers in Congress are anx- 
ious for the United States to do 
more than just make a symbolic 
gesture of help at the summit. 

“Our problem is a critical problem 
for America. There is no greater 
problem in the world than Russia. 
The more energetic the help, the 
better. But the help should not just 
be symbolic,” said lawmaker Sergei 
Kovalyev, a former political prison- 
er and strong Yeltsin supporter. 

Although the recent turbulent 
session of Congress at times raised 
doubts about whether Yeltsin 
would be able to attend a summit, 
most lawmakers said they thought 
it was safe for Yeltsin to leave the 
country.

“We all: know what gross (physi- 
cal) abuse is, but there are a lot of 
different forms of abuse that are 
equally damaging and painful,” 
Horton said. 

The book includes a section about 
marital rape, which she said many 
people didn’t think about including. 

‘Unrighteous dominion and the 
wrong use of scripture is addressed 
in a section of the book on spiritual 
abuse.

Excess moisture harmful to crops

Crop diseases, insect plagues and 
delayed planting are some of the 
problems facing Utah farmers this 
season due to the abundance of 
moisture and resulting heavy snow 
cover. 

“There has been more moisture 
this year than in the last four years 
combined, but the moisture situa- 
tion is a good news/bad news situa- 
tion for farmers,” said Dean Miner, 
Utah County Extension agent with 
the Utah State University coopera- 
tive extension. 

“Tf the amount of water needed to 
irrigate the crops was the only fac- 
tor, farmers would be in good con- 
dition this year,” said Max 
‘Wallentine, director of the BYU 


agriculture station. 
Large amounts of water have sat- 


‘ urated the ground and have affect- 


ed farmers who haven’t yet planted 
their fields, he said. 

“Because the ground is so wet and 
heavy, spring planting has been 
delayed,” Wallentine said. “If there 
continues to be more rain in the 
next couple of weeks some farmers 
who didn’t plow their fields in the 
fall are going to have real prob- 
lems.” 

Last year the planting season 
began in late February because it 
was so dry, Miner said. The typical 
planting season begins in March 


_but this year the season probably 


won’t begin until late April if the 
rains continue. 

Mild temperatures and the heavy 
snow cover have also caused some 


crops to become diseased. Some 
crops are suffering from a disease 
called snow mold because of the 
extra moisture that has remained 
on the ground, Miner said: 

A disease like snow mold can 
eventually ruin an entire crop. This 
disease, however, behaves like a 
virus and can be cared for if treat- 
ed soon enough, Miner said. 

Miner said the relatively mild 
winter created the potential for an 
overabundance of grasshoppers, 
and the appearance of some new 
insects such as the cereal-leaf bee- 
tle and the Russian wheat aphid. 
These insects and others can be 
very detrimental to crops, he said. 

The heavy snow cover has also 
created a warm insulating layer for 
rodents that usually die because of 
environmental exposure.

Lake County, Miner said: 

Mini sprinkler systems help to cut down on water 
use, but the majority of the fields are flood irrigated 
which requires a lot of water, he said. 

“Some farmers irrigate their fields using artesian 
wells, but due to the last six or seven years of drought, 
the water table has been so low that wells are unable 
to flow all summer long,” Miner said.
